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THE BUDGET AND THE TAX RATE 


‘The Budget as presented by the Town Manager to the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee is one of the finest ac- 
complishments that this town has seen in some time. For the first 
time we have a “business-mans” budget, one that can be analyzed, 
‘and understood, by people who make a profession of understanding 
such things. TM Joseph Courtney is to be congratulated. 

‘This paper, last week, reported that Mr. Courtney shows a $59 
tax rate, as the result of that budget, as being what Wilmington 
can anticipate for 1955. Such a statement, while true, can draw 
false inferences. One inquiry which we had from readers was. . . 
“If it is $59 before the Warrant Articles are considered, what will 
it be when the town gets around to the warrant?” It is a good 
question, but one that cannot be wholly answered. 

‘We can say that Mr. Courtney has included a number of items 
im his estimate that normally show up in the warrant.

It will afford certain 
protection from the elements, but nothing like the present station, 
which is-maintained,-warm avd reasonably clean, by “Rusty” Bra- 
bant, who uses it as a taxi office. 

The railroad would use the place the depot occupies for car 
parking space, We don't think that much will be gained, as a re- 
sult. Suppose they did gain the space for half a dozen cars? Thi 
is now that much space and more, along Truman road, close to the 
station, that is never used. If the town wanted to, it could easily 
keep this space plowed in the winter, and provide a lot of parking 
space, and we could still have our warm depot.
